Mr. Palmer's Address, 


Burns Club: 


It is fitting that you should meet 
each year to celebrate the birthday of 
one of the greatest of your countrymen, 
And it is not wholly unfitting that you 
have asked me to speak to you this 
; evening. Not because I can lay claim 

to some share of Scotch descent, for, 
so far as I know, I have not a drop of 

Seotch blood in my veins; but because 
that which you possess by right of na- 
tional inheritance, I too possess by 
right of choice and love. You have an 
old Scotch proverb, “Blood is thicker 
than water.” But we have been dis- 
covering that this mediaeval proverb is 
true only in mediaeval conditions, and 
that in reality water is thicker than 
blood; that is, the ties which are 
formed by deliberate choice are 
stronger than those that come by birth 
only. But if you do not care to grant 
me this claim, then let me come as an 
outsider. It was the Roman custom, 
| when a triumph was decreed to a con- 
queror, that he should bring with him 
in hig train some foreigners to Increase 
| the sense of glory in his triumph, So 
I come, a foreigner, bringing my trib- 
| ute to him whose birthday you cele- 
| brate this evening. 

In estimating what a man has accom- 
plished we have to take into account 
the help which he had. In one respect 
Burns had ample inheritance. He had 
a vast store of poetic wealth in the old 
Scotch songs. More than almost any 
other nation, your country has been 
rich in songs. In this respect we here 
in America have been poor, . I know 
only one song now in popular use which 
is more than a century old, “Yankee 
Doodle” dates from the Revolutionary 
war. “The Star Spangled Banner” dates 
from the war of 1812, I recall a song, 
probably unknown to most of you, of 
the Mexican war—“Eight Dollars a 
Day.” The Civil war left us half-'a 
dozen songs. 

Hymn tunes took with us the place 
which songs took with you. But while ”® 
you also had the tunes, you had the 
songs in addition. Lady Nairn and 
Lady Grissel Baillie and Ferguson and 
Ramsay and hundreds of others and 
forgotten song-writers left a wealth 
which came down to Burns and gave 
him inspiration and material. He had 
also the kindly teaching of an old 
woman—Jenny Wilson—who imparted 
to him when he was young a vast 
am@unt of superstitious lore of ghosts, 
witches, warlocks, elves, kelpies, spun- 
kies, demons, fairies, and all the rem- 
nants of ancient northern. mythology. 
In additon to this, history and tradition 
gave an air of romance for him to Scot- 
land’s past. It is a great endowment 
when a growing imagination has a re- 
gion which 6 can people with men and 
women who Were the embodiment ofall 


that is chivalric, beautiful, noble and 
great, so that there can he said of it, 
“There were giants in the earth in 
those days.”’

It 
uage of its. own-—“nymphs,” 
“swains,” ‘dames’; the ploughboy 
always “jocund,” and 
was always ‘‘merry,” 

A counterwave had indeed begun to 
arise before Burns’ time. Thomson, an- 
other Scotch boy, whose ‘‘Seasons’’ was 
published in 1730, and Gray in his 
“Elegy in a Country Churchyard,” pub- 
lished eight years before Burns’ birth, 
called attention to the joys and sorrows 
of common men and the interest and 
poetic value of common things. But 
while these pointed in a new direction, 
they had the mannerisms of the old 
point of view. Burns looked at the 
scenery, occupations, men, women im- 
mediately around him. He saw them in 
no Arcadian light, but full of the 
beauty of nature and humanity. He 
sketched the pains and pleasures, the 
excellences and foibles of the people he 
met. He was willing to see the exact 
fact, and to say exactly what he saw; 
and in so doing he opened a new world. 
He must not only say what he heard, 
but as he heard it. Dialect had not 
then become popular. But Burns took 
the language he heard about him, and 
with it conquered the ears of those who 
supposed that poetry above all things 
must be written in the most correct 
English. Some of his Hterary corre- 
spondents urged him to use it but lit- 
tle. Whenever he followed their advice, 
he has but little value for us, 

Another element in Burns’ training 
was his indefatigable diligence in 
study. From the age of 13 to 16 he 
knew the hardest manual labor. Even 
then, however, he was reading steadily. 
A visitor tells us that, going in upon 
the family one day at diner, he found 
every one of them with a book. 

When at the plough Robert 
would be working over the songs 
he knew—balancing words, weighing 
lines; humming the lilt—and thus giving 
himself a training in criticism of im- 
mense value. His father, poor as he 
was joined with a neighbor in maintain- 
ing a tutor for their children, So that 
Robert Burns, instead of being the ‘‘un- 
lettered plough-boy’’ he is sometimes 
represented, had an education of almost 
university worth. 

Let me point out to you briefly Burns’ 
services to poetry, to theology, and to 
humanity. I have already said that: his 
subject-matter Was the ~ common; pri 
mary interests of humanity. A boy 
born in Cumberland eleven years after 
Burns was to make this province spec- 
jally his own. Wordsworth, however, 
interprets to us the common _ things 
while standing above them. He is 
continually pointing us to a spiritual 
element in them of which they are sym- 
bols. But Burns moved in the life which 
he describes, himself fully a part of it; 
and he is concerned not so.much with 
interpreting it as enjoying it, with a 
zest almost pagan. The secret of his 
method is directness, sincerity. Each 
thing has always a characteristic which 
constitutes it to be itself and differen- 
tiates it from the other thing. Burns 
sees this, catches it, stamps it with a 
word or a phrase; and the result is that 
his Scotch poems give a marvelous_im- 
pression of reality and vividness. See, 
for instanee, the opening lines of the 
‘““Mouse”’ and the “Daisy,” and parts of 
‘“‘Hallowe’en” and ‘‘The Cottar’s Sat- 
urday Night.” The breadth of his sym- 
pathy ranges from the unfortunates of 
humanity (‘Then gently scan your 
brother man,”) to thé wild fowl which 
he accidentally scares, to the louse 
which he spies trespassing, and even to 
the devil himself. 

But an important element in his ‘ser-

all around him but also the springs 
of national interest. Scotland had been 
great in the past with martial deeds 
and song. But Scotland then, and es- 
pecially Ayrshire, Was as barren of po- 
etic or romantic interest as Frye, Vil- 
lage of Ballardvale seem to us. * But 
Burns showed the importance of the | 
valuation of what oné has; and that | 


multiplied by the national factor, pro- 
duced that strong glow of attachment 
to country for which you Scotchmen are 
renowned. It is largely owing to him 


that you have rightful feeling, that to 
be a Scotchman is an Inheritance Jus- 
tifying pride. A woman in one of my 
parishes once said to me, “I wadna ha’ 
forgi’en my father and mither if I had- 


na been born in Scotlan’,” If I were 
not a Yankee to the backbone, Puritan 
on both sides to the last drop of my 
blood, I could wish nothing better than 
to be a Scotchman. When we come lo 
Burns’ services to theology one may be 
inclined to smile and ask, "Did he ren- 
der any?” Yes, in spite of the fact that 
he was no theologian, he did good ser- 
vice to theology in one important res- 
pect. It is almost impossible for us to 
realize to what an extent in his time 
the whole Christian world to.some ex- 
tent, and especially, Scotland, was giv- 
en over to th¢ fear and therefore the 
worship of the Devil. He was believed 
to be actively and personally present on 
all occasions, and his: power was almost 
equal to that of God.\ Indeed the char- 
acter of the Devil had\been in some re- 
Spects unconsciously \transferred to 
God, and instead of a Father in Heaven 
men looked up in fear\to an awful 
Judge, who was ever on ‘the watch for 
a chance to punish them\or to plunge 
them into hell. The tone of\much of the 
religion of the Cay, was permeated with 
the conviction that the world was irre- 
trievably lost, pleasure was sinful, and 
a emile doubtful. 

The world had indee1 begun to refuse 
to believe this creed; but it kept its 
hold to a great degree, as the shadow 
of it does still. But men began to look 
un when they heard Rurns’ infectious 
laugh, and especially when they heard 
him talking familiarly with the Devil. 
Sympathizing with him, poking fun at 
him. “The Auld Carl of Kellyburn 
Braes”’, and the ‘‘Address to the Deil.’’ 


* did not inaugurate the revolt, but they 


went far to give it success. And it was 
successful. The Devil had withstood ar- 
gument, but he could not stand being 
laughed at. and his power from. this 
time rapidly declined. Burns’ taught 
that the world is a beautiful and a good 
world, and delivered them who through 
fear of the Devil were all their life 
subfect to bondage. He helped to re- 
assert God's claim to the world: andT 
count this no small service to theology. 

In Burns’ time the social question 
was just beginning to arise, the ques- 
tion what was the real relation of men 
to one Another, and whether it was de- 
termined by the ranks and classes into 
which the world.found itself divided. 
Burns came near being the prophet of 
the great discovery. that it is not dis- 
similarity of conditions that separates 
men but dissimilarity of spirit. What 
embitters the poor man is not so much 
that the rich man has better food and 
clothes, but that the rch man regards 
him as an alien being, made of different 
clay. Wherever .there is instead of this 
the spirit of brotherhood, the kindly re-

Luther held this belief in the presence 
of the Devil though his manly sense 
prevented him from being subject to it. 
Once as he was going to begin J 
studies he heard a noise, Which he im- 
mediately interpreted as proceeding 
from his enemy. He says, “As I fount 
he was going to begin again, I gathered 
my books together and got -Into bed,’ 
Another time in the night I heard him 
above my cell walking in the cloister, 
but as I knew it was the Devil, I paid 
no attention to him and went to sleep.” 
may be the widest difference of condi- 
Again he says: ‘‘Early this morning 
when I awoke, the fiend.came and be- 
gan disputing with me.* ‘Thou art a 
‘great, sinner,’ -satt he. ——1---replied, 
‘Canst thou not tell me something 
new, Satan?’” 

‘Th Seotland it was believed that the 

evil would appear sometimes as a 
raven, a black dog, ora black man, He 
could seize persons and carry them 
away thro’ the air. Ferguson says: 
“Thro’his power and might by God's 
permission, he doth raise’ up storms, 
commove the elements, destroy cattle.” 
“He doth,” says Rutherford, “work 
curiously and strongly on the walls of 
bodily organs, on the shop that the un- 
destanding soule lodgeth in, and on 
the necessary tooles, organs, and pow- 
ers of fancy, Memory, senses, spirits, 
bloud.” 

The clergy delighted in telling their 
hearers that they woul be roasted 
hereafter in great fires, and hung up by 
the tongues. They were to be thrown 
into boiling ofl and scalding lead, but 
never be consumed. This was Inevita- 
ble for almost. every man. William 
Vetch, preacher in Jedburg to.a great 
congregation, said: “There are two 
thousand of you here today, but I am 
sure fourscore of you will not besave1.” 
This was the will of God, who. had 
spent His almighty wisdom in. contriv- 
ing hell, The Rev. Thomas Halybur- 
ton, in a book published in Edinboro’ 
in 1722, says: “Consider, who is the con- 
trive® of these torments. There have 
been some very exquisite torments con- 
trived by the wit of men, the naming of 
which, if ye understood their nature, 
were enough to fill your hearts with 
horror; but all these fall as far short 
of the torments ye are to endure as the 
wisdom of man falls short of that of 
God. Infinite wisdom has_ contrived 
that evil.” 

But embodiment is necessary to full 
revelation, and Burns did not embody 
this conviction. His real sympathy, his 
sense of brotherhood; was almost.con- 
fined to his own class, It was hard for 
him to believe in the existence in the 
upper classes of those virtues which he 
saw so sympathetically around him. 
Whenever he opens of a ploughman, it 
is with the adjective “honest,’’ ‘“‘douce”’ 
“braw,” or the like; but when he 
speaks of a laird, it is generally witna 
the implication that he is a gambler, a 
rake, a sot, of if sober, a hypocrite or a 
miser,It-is-a surprise to him, when he 
meets Lord Daer, to discover that a 
young lord can be modest and sensible, 
like one of his own class. His “Lines 
on Dining with Lord Daer’”’ are a sur- 
prising revelation of his own surprise. 
Yet though Burns had to the en of his 
days this very class feeling which he 
condemned in others, he saw at least 
intellectually the true ground of the re- 
lation of man to man—that it is not 
what a man has, but what he is; that 
a man in himself, provided -he is honest, 
true, and kind, is a man of infinite 
worth and deserving the respect of the 
greatest noble or king on earth, There 
is no one who has set forth this Golden 
Rule of brotherhood so magnificently 
as he in “A. man’s a man for a’ that!" 

Our gratitude to Burns is that which 
we feel to those who interpret to us 
ourselves, expressing for us our own 
feelings, and so helping us to under- 
stand them; who by this interpreta- 
tion help us to come into connection 
withthe larger world of natural beauty, 
human thought, and“reverence for the 
Divine. His poems have stood the two 
teats by which all work must be tried— 
eatholicity of appeal, and endurance. 
The appreciation. of them is not con- 
fined to Scotland. but they have their 
lovers all over the worl?4, among those 
who inherit his bleod,like you, and 
ATTOTE ut hose W NOW ALG, RAED EELS to.

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In Yellowstone Park. 


Capt. James B. Erwin, who is on duty 
in Yellowstone Park, talks interestingly 
of life in the park in the exceedingly 
cold weather 
chief duty of the men at that post is to 
guard the park against poachers and 
to keep the Indians well in check, The 
task of garrisoning the immense gov- 
ernment reservation, 100 miles long and 
s5miles wide; is comparatively easy in 
the summer, but during the winter it 
takes on much of the complexton of 
hardship. The possibility of finding 
poachers with the hardihood to venture 
on a hunting trip during such weather 
js reduced to @ minimum, but, in spite 
of this, regular trips aré made over the 
reservation. Poaching on @ government 

reserve is a serious matter, and those 
who have beer~punished Once do-not 
care to try it over. 4 

“During the last few years,” said Capt 
Erwin, “cabins have been built all over 
the park, and the soldiers whose duties 
it is to guard the reservation take ref- 
uge in these during the cold weather, 
They are supplied with rations, fuel and 
stoves, so that the men could live in 
them for months if necessary. These 
stations are not more than 15 or 23 
miles apart--a comparatively short 
ourney on skis, Since the death of Pri- 
vate Davis last year the men have been 
instructed always to travel in pairs. 

“yellowstone park is a lively place 
during the vacation months, when the 
hotels are open and thousands of people 
flock there every year. As soon as the 
cold weather sets in the people return 
to their homes, and we are practically 
left alone. You can travel for days 
without seeing a human being. There 
is no opportunity to get lonesome, how- 
ever, as.the reservation is literallly cov 
ered with game. 

“The animals have become so accus- 
tomed to the sight of men that they 
manifest ag, peed and a Png - 

roached. ave seen = 
500 elk in one herd, and have passed 
among them without their showing any 
signs.of fear, When the’ show is deep 
they cannot travel as fast as @ man on 
skis, and it is easy to overtake them. 
It is no uncoomon sight when a bear 
with two or three cubs trailing at her 
heels comes out of the woods and sits 
on her haunches while she leisurely in- 
spects those who happen to come her 
way. They have lost all fear of man, 
as hunting is prohibited under any and 
all circumstances. The park furnishes 
the natural refuge for wild animals, 
and they remain in there’of their own 
free will. They feed in the fall and 
spring along the snow line, following it 
up the side of the-mountains_in.the 
spring and retreating before it in the 
fall.”

The Uses of Rubbers. 


There are various kinds of rubbers. 
There are rubbers for men, women and 


children, rubber boots and rubber 
necks,

The sale of rubber foot coverings is 

one of recently comparative origin, and 
and the manufacture of this commo- 
dity has become one of the in- 
dustries and sciences of this country, 
- ‘The rubber is one of the most inter- 
esting articles of» human invention, 
says the New York Herald. It is the 
humblest item in the human wardrobe 
and yet one of the most essential—q 
thing to be kicked into a corner, un- 
a a Si forgotten as long as the sun 
shines and the world is fair; > but when 
the rain falls and the snow flys, and -the 
mud and slush cover the face of the 
earth, then rubber rises paramount and 
supreme. 

f any one were to ask you how many 
rubber boots and shoes were made and 
sold in this country in a year, you 
would probably say, “Oh, a million 
pairs.” Which shows how you under- 
estimate the good sense of the Ameri- 
can people for last year there was made 
and sold in the United States 50,000,000 
pairs of rubber boots and shoes. That 
is two pairs to every three people. That 
seems a good many, but you must re- 
member that there are a great many 
people who wear rubbers a very consid- 
erable part of their lives, For instance 
the miner puts on his rubber boots the 
minute he gets out of bed and doesn’t 
take them off until he gets back into 
bed, The lumberman would as soon 
think of going without his feet as of 
going without his rubbbers. Of course 
in the big cities, with the streets in a 
pretty general condition of dryness, 
rubbers are not a daily and hourly ne- 
cessity, but in the country it is a dif- 
ferent matter. Plenty of people in the 
country clap on their artics on the first 
fall of snow in October and do not shed 
them until ril showers have brought 
the May flowers. | ‘ 

There is $50,000,000 invested in rubber 
footwear factories in this country, and 
15,000 people find employment in these 
factories. The United States uses over 
one-half of the world’s supply of rub- 
ber, and one-half of what the United 
States uses goes into boots and shoes. 
Russia makes a large quantity of rub- 
ber footwear and England has a consid- 
erable output and France and Germany 
contribute a little toward the cause of 
ry feet: But the United States prob- 
ably makes as many rubbers as all 


And yet, enormous as this business 
has become in this country, the older 
rubber men ‘remember perfectly well 
when it started. They’remember, too, 
how feebly it started,, and how long it 
took to get on a good business basis. 
People tried to make rubbers as far 
back as 1830, and even before, but they 
were very sorry looking rubbers. When 
it was cold they froze stiff as a board, 
and in the dog days they would soften 
and quickly melt away. But Goodyear 
kept plugging away at the rubber. prob- 
lem until: he discovered vulcanization. 

Crude rubber could almost be had for 


the asking in... those days. It 
sold then for five cents a 
pound;; now it is a dollar a 
pound, That is because 50 years ago 


rubber seemed pretty nearly good for 
nothing, and now it seems pretty nearly 
good for anything—belts, tires, mats, 
hose, a thousand druggists’ sundries, 
cloth and clothing as well as boots and 
shoes. But ‘boots aiid shoes have al- 
ways led in value and importance. 
When rubbers were first made there 
was only one style—of course, there 
were different styles to fit different feet 
—but*from time to time new styles have 
been’ added, until now there are fully 
one hundred diffrent styles—rubbers 
low cut, and rubbers high cut, dainty 
foothol’s that just cover the soles of 
the foot, artics and high top gaiters for 
snowy days, short boots and knee boots 
that come way to your shoulders. These 
are used by oystermen and fishermen 
who wade in the water all day, nearly 
to their necks, Most of the different 
styles of rubbers are made in five or six 
different widths, and in size they run 
from a child’s No. 4, to men’s No, 14. 
In.some rubbers there are 46 different 


sizes. SO counting ‘ail the différent® 


styles, sizes and widths made at one 
of the largest factories the number 
the number would run up to over 2000 
distinctly different rubbers.

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FOR THE LENTEN SEASON. 

With the advent of Lent eggs will 
‘come to the front as an important and 
leading article of food. As eggs are both 
nourishing and palatable the Lenten 
period is not to be dreaded for this >ea- 
eon, and yet there are always times when 
a: greater variety of food would prove 
attractive. Everybody may be said to 
eat eggs in some form, The savage 
swallows them raw and considers them 
a delicacy, while the average American 
householders eats them boiled or fried, 
with an occasional attempt in his kit- 
chen to prepare an omelet. 

No matter how good the article of food 
a constant repetition of the same dishes 
should always be avoided, and to aid 
you in your efforts to serve eggs to your 
household in an appetizing manner I 
wish to make a few suggestions and to 
furnish you a few desirable recipes, some 
of which are distinctively French in 
character. ; 

In the first place eggs above all things 
else should be fresh. A bad egg has no- 
rival. An easy way to ascertain the 
freshness of an egg is to hold it toward 
the sun or toward a strong light. If 
fresh it will appear perfectly clear. If 
clear on one side and Cloudy on the other 
it is stale. Another test is to place the 
eggs in a pan of water. Those that sink 
to the bottom are good; those that float 
to the top or even stand on end should 
be condem as unfit for use, 

Now let ue look at a few additional 
recipes that will repay a trial. 

EGGS A LA SWISSE. 

Fry eggs and place them on a hot 
platter and cover them witha hot toma- 
tosauce. Garnish the edge of the platter 
with split broiled salisages and grate? 
Swiss cheese. ; 

EGGS BONNE FEMME. 

Peel two onions, slice and fry them 
brown in butter.” Then mix in a dessert- 
spoonful of vinegar. Butter a dish and 
spread the onions over it. Break over 
them the number of eggs required for 
your.family and place all ina brisk oven, 
When the eggs are cooked cover with a 
layer of bread crumbs fried in butter and 
serve. 

EGGS A LA TRIPE, 

Fry one medium sized onion, sliced, 
with one:ounce of butter, Do not burn 
it. Mix, in a teaspoonful of flour and 
half a eup- of sweet cream, Season with 
a pinch of salt, alittle pepper and a very” 
little nutmeg. Cook for six minutes, 
stirring constantly with a wooden spatu- 
la. Then add six sliced, hard-boiled eggs 
and heat through for two minutes with- 
out letting it boil. Pour on a hot dish 


And serve. 
EGGS AU MIROIR, 
Butter a shallow earthern pudding 
Wish well. Break into the dish enough 


eggs to cover the bottom, being careful 
not to break the yolks. Sprinkle over 
them a little salt, Stand the dish over 
hot range and cook the eggs two min- 
utes. Then put the dish under a gas 
flame for half a minute, Serve in the 
same dish, 
STUFFED EGGS.

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Description of this Institution and its 


Needs as Portrayed at a Pablic Meeting 
Sunday. 


A meeting of the Andover Guild was 
held in the Town Hall, Sunday evening, 
which was largely attended by towns- 
people. The work of the Guild was. de- 
scribed and its needs discussed. 


The meeting was cailed to, order at 
7.45 p.m., by Prot. George Harris. A 
passage of scripture was read and a 
prayer offered by Rey. Frank R, Shipman. 

-By-way-of jutroduction Kev. Mr. Har is 
said that the work of the, Guild is*such 
that a sorting tiay very properly be. held 
on Sunday. He said the pastors of the 
churches had kindly consented to give 
up their services that evening, 1n order 
that all who cared to, might attend the 
meeting iu the ball and hear somethi 
about the organized benevolent \ wor 
which is going on in Andover. Prof. 
Tiarris commented upon the fact that 
with “half the town sick and a cold 
winter evening’ over 400 people had 
gathered. 

Prof. Harris noted the fact that much 
is said and written about philanthropic 
work in cities but very little regard ling 
similar work in towns. Yet the g 
work goes on most successfully in And- 
over. ‘“‘I'ne country towns have been 
changing,” Prof. Harris continued, “ as 
well as the cities. Ina big city the dirt- 
ferent. nationalities are in sections by 
themselves while in towns they ail 
mingle. In towns each one does his own 
work and then co-operates with others. 
In cities this is not so. In large cities 
work like that done by the Andover 
Guild could be done by the churches. 
It has seemed more satisfactory here, 
however, to combine that part of the 
church work. ~The results have been 
most encouraging. The churches all co- 
operate in uhe work, including the Cath- 
olic church, The churches, of course, 
continue their work of a similar nature 
but in uniting with an_ organization like 
the Guild, still more good 1s done.” 

Prof. Harris read a leiter from Fr. O’ 
Mahoney, regretting that he was unable 
to be present ana expressing hearttelt 
interest in'the Guild. 

“Boys in summer’’ was the subject of 
@ paper read by G. E, Johnson, superin- 
tendent of. suhools. He described the 
work of the play school conducted dur 


“ing the-Jast..summer vacation, showing 


how the theory of making“ play~ott~et- 
work was carried out. Mr. Johnson's 
remarks were very. interesting. « 

Alfred Ripley, treasurer of the Guild, 
discoursed briefly on industrial education 
noting the advantage brought about by 
it. He said he was glad tosee that the 


“| kindergarten schoots~were-so-successful._ 


Mr. Ripley urgea all who have criticisms 
or suggestions to make, to feel free to 
call attention to them, for suggestions 
are needed just as much as money is. 
The need of more. and better musical 
education was ably and interestingly dis- 
cussed by Kev. F, A. Wilson, who urged 
the forming of a choral society at the 
Guild. “The power of music is great,’ 
he said, “music is one of the chief means 
of controlling the emotions and thus is a 
power against sin and crime, The study 
of music produces perseverance, patience, 
precision, self denial and_ self-control.’ 
Rev. Frederic Palmer was the last 
speaker. He said that the Guild is in- 
tended to bea centre of charitable and 
educational work. By education the 
need of charity is lessened, as education 
broaden’s one’s opportunities for suc- 
cess. Rev. Mr. Palmer said that the 
Guild had so far’ been unable to selve 
the tramp problem. He noted the fact 
that all rich men, rich in knowledge or 
riches, are men who work tremendously; 
hence the mill hand who is throwa out 
of work for a week or so should not loaf 
on the street corner in the meanwhile 
but should spend his time in study so 
that he may some time be able to. better 


“his conditions ; 


Rev. Mr. Palmer commented upon the 
fact that church unity,has been secured 
by the establishment of the Guild as the 
parish work of all of them is done har 
moniously in connection with the Guild. 


Prof. Taylor Has Resigned. 


Prof. John Phelps Taylor has resigned 
his position in the Andover Seminary, 
as professor of Biblical Theology, and bis 


successor has been chosen, in the person 
of Charles Cutler Torrey Ph.D. who has 
for three years been Winkley instructor 
in Semetic languages. 

Prof. Taylor is an Andover professor 
born and bred. [is father was Dr. John 
L. ‘Taylor for many years of the Seminary 
faculty, and the son c»me to Andover in 
1883 as the professor upon his father's 
endowment. He now lays down his 
work after fifteen years of loyal service 
in the institution. It is pleasant to an- 
pounce that he will continue as a resi: 
dent of Andover. 

Dr. Torrey the successor of Prof. Tay- 
lor was educated at Bowdoin College and 
Andover Seminary graduating in 1889 
and going at once torstucy abroad as 
the Winkley fellow of theSeminary. His 
Pb,D. was earned in Strasburg, and his 
labors at the Seminary have still further 
fittel him for the high position, to 
which he has been called.

Affairs of the School Discussed by the 
Alumni _ at the Annual Meeting.

The thanks 
of the association were also accorded to 
Judge George H. Poor for his gift of ap-

Miss Mary Alice Abbott read a paper 
on “The relations of the association to 
the school,” answering the question, 
what can the alumni association do for 
old Punchard ? She said that since the 
association was formed in 1891, it had 
proved worthy of its name and had al- 
ready been the means of securing many 
improvements for the school, She urged 
all to be intensely loyal to Punchard, 
and urged the adoption of some plan by 
which the association can ensure a steady 
“ficometo-the. In her opinion it 
is the duty of the association to raf 
Punchard fund from $75,000 to $100,000, 
which caa be done by energetic effort 
She believed the town should pay half of 
that increase and felt sure it the town 
did that private persons would subscribe 
the remainder..- = 

William G. Goldsmith, formerly prin- 
cipal was the second speaker. He com- 
pared the school and its equipment 40 
years ago and now, showing how the ex- 
pense of maintenance had increased 
while the income had not. He said the 
trustees had never been able to pay much 
more than the running expenses and that 
the equipment, and adornment all came 
about from private sources. He said the 
school had passed through one crisis and 
he believed it would pass safely through 
the present difficulty. 

Principal F, O. Baldwin; wh» was to 
speak was unable to be present on ac- 
count of illness. A letter from him on 
“What opportunities is Punchard offer- 
ing to its pupils?’ was read by Miss 
Dern. Mr. Baldwin described the courses 
of instruction at the school and an 
nounced that the classical cuvurse is now 
thoroughly adequate to prepare scholars 
for coilege. He commented upon the 
fact that the number of students who 
graduate is increasing every year. He 
said the sole need of the school is money. 
By way of ercouragement he said that 
he was authorized by a wealthy citizen 
to announce that the school fund might 
be increased in th@near future, He sug- 
tions... LECT: . 

John N. Cole spoke on the relation of 
the town to the school. He said that a 
crisis in the affairs of the school had 
been reached and that it must be met 
even at the expense of tradition. Larger 
equipment and more teachers are needed 
and the only way to meet the need is to 
set aside sentiment and let the town come 
and help out as itshould. Itis our duty 
to the children of the town to make the 
change, be argued. He complimented 
the trustees upou their excellent manage- 
ment of the school fund, and said they 
deserve great credit for it, but the fund 
is too small. He claimed that the school 
needs an income of $8000.to $900 a year. 
‘I'he on'y way to get that is to have the 
town furnish the money. 

Loyalty to Punchard must never over 
shadow our duty as citizens, toward tie 
children of Andover, 

“Our debt of gratitude to Punchard” 
was the subject of Rev. George H. Gutter- 
son’s remarks. Rev. Mr. Guiterson said 
he was a student at Punchard soon after 
Mr. Goldsmith took charge and be knew 
then as he knows now that there was a 
man in the chair, which meant every 
thing tothe welfare of Punchard. He 
said that the instruction received ata 
school like Punchard and the inspiration 
obtained from the teachers had a lasting 
effect upon the scholars. ‘Life is nour. 
ished by such @ school as this” he said, 
“God bless old Punchard and may it live 
long and prosper.”’ 

The matter of raising money was left 
to the principal and the executive com- 
mittee of the association with full power, 

During the informal discussion the sen- 
timent was expressed that the present, 
is just the time when the association 
must act energetically and promptly.

Prof. Moore of Harvard University gave 
an instructive and interesting stereopti- 
con lecture on Pompeii, its destruction 
and restoration, in the Phillips Academy 
chapel, Friday evening. 

Prof. Moore said that at the time of its 
destruction the re contained about 
30,000 people, consisting of-Grecians and 
Italians. who represented . the highest 
civilization of that time. This accounts

chitecture found in its ruins. On Aug. 
24th, 79 A. D, the city was completely 
covered by the eruption of Mt. Vesuvius, 
and out of 30,000 inhabitants over 2000 
were killed. For many centuries the city 
remained in that condition. In 18z5 ex- 
cavations were started and have contin- 
ued to the present day. Now about one- 
half of the city is uncovered and it will 
take 50 or 60 years to finish the work. 
He described thé way in which the ashes, 
which covered the city toa depth ‘of 14 
feet were removed in layers, thus taking 
no risk of destroying the valuables.

Bill to Consolidate the Water and 
Sewer Boards. 


Representative Odlin has introduced 
the bill accompanying the petition of the 
Selectmen of the town of Andover re- 


garding the consolidation of the boards 
of Water Commissioners and Sewer Com- 
missioners under..a board of Public 
Works. The text of the bill is as follows. 

Secrion 1. The town of Andover may 
at its next regular town meeting or at a 
special town meeting called for that pur- 
pose elect a board of public works. to 
consist of not less than three nor more 
than six members, who shall serve for 
three years. 

Srctron 2. The said board of public 
works shall have all the rights, power 
and authority tested in the water com- 
missioners of Andover under chapter 
four hundred and thirty-nine, acts of 
eighteen hundred and elg ty-seven, and 
amendments thereto, and in the board of 
sewer commissioners under chapter three 
hundred and eighty-six, acts of eighteen 
hundred and ninety-five, and amend- 
ments thereto. 

Secrion 3. This act shall take effect 
upon its passage.

Con- 
victed prisoners have to be confined in 
the town lock-up and then taken to the 
Lawrence jail. 

“Tt is the tendency of modern times 
to establish district coyrts and thus 
concentrate the eriminal and civil busi- 
ness of a district. It has already been 
fone in almost all the counties of the 
commonwealth excent Essex. T shall 


‘anvear at the hearing in Boston and 


advocate a district court.”

Less.than 150 citizens turned out at 
the special town meeting held at the 
town hall Saturday afternoon, After 
the reading of--the-warrant-by.-Town 


Clerk Joseph 8S. Howe, Granville § B. 
Foss was chosen to preside, On motion 
of. Hon, James O. Parker it was voted

Fasting For Fevers. 

Dr. De Domenicis is a strong believer 
in the old doctrine of fasting in fevers, 
and his zeal has earned for him the 
name of the ‘‘hungry doctor’’ among 
the laity of Naples. Taking pneumonia 
as an example, he bas. made a study of 
140 cases from this point of view. A 
specific virus and exposure to cold are 
not enough in themselves to cause pneu- 
ntonia. The third factor isa bad state 
of the gastrointestinal canal, and a 
resulting condition of autopoisoning 
which Jowers the vitality of the patient 
and increases the virulence of the pneu- 
mococcus. The author, therefore, wasb- 
es out the stomach in these cases and 
then administers intestinal disinfeot- 
ants, and this procedure is followed by 
a fast of several days, or even of a 


_week in certain cases. In other words, 
the author “believes thatthe deadly. 


agency in pneumonia comes from the 
specific toxines as much as from prod- 
ucts in the intestinal canal. It would 
appear that the author does not use his 
fasting therapeutics unless there is some 
special evidence of gastrointestinal auto- 
poisoning. He mentions arthritis as an- 
other form of disease eminently suit- 
able for fasting. —Popular Science. 


The Power of:Electricity. 

An interesting experiment in burn- 
ing steel with electricity is to be tried 
in Cincinnati in an effort to remove a 
safety vault that was builc 40 years 
ago. The vault has long been in disu ;, 
and the room occupied by it is now 
wanted for other purposes. The walls 
are constructed of layers of hard spring 
steel 114 inches in thickness.-- Two 
operators will be placed in the vault, 
each with a carbon attached to a feed 
wire. The men will wear heavy rubber 
gloves and specially constructed goggles 
to protect their eyes from the intense 
light. They will pass the carbons over 
the walls of the vault, burning them in 
jntersecting lines. A somewhat similar 
test of electricity was made in Wash- 
ington about two years ago, when a 
hole large enough tv allow the passage 
of a man was burned through the walls 
of one of the large government vaults 
in 12 mivuftes.—Buffaln Express.
